DEATH o or Col. ROBERT JouNson.—Col. 
Robert J ohnson, son of ex-President John- 
son, died at Greenville, on Thursday night, 
the 22d inst. Col. Johnson was about 
thirty-four years of age. He wag a mem- 


iber of the Tennessee Legislature of 1859.60. 


During the war he was Colonel of the First 
Tennessee (Federal) Cavalry, and was one 
of the private Secretaries of his father du- 
ring his administration as President. Na- 
ture favored him with a vigorous mind and 
a noble, generous heart, which was, in the 
end, his weaker portion. He was a young 
man of strong personal attachments, and 
most amiable disposition. 

Ex-President Johnson was at Athens, 
Ala., when the intelligence reached him, 
and immediately left for home, via Colum- 
bia and Nashville. He arrived in time for 
the burial on Saturday.

He was recognized asthe leader of a 
band of Italian musicians who came up 
here from Macon on Wednesday last, com- 
posed of two girls (the daughters of the 
leader,) and five boys. The deceased was 
named Louige Leone, and came from Mar- 
scolone, county of Basacilota, in Italy, and 
was about forty years of age. This band 
was observed going in the direction of the 
spot where the murder occurred, on Satur- 
day, and shooting was heard in that neigh- 
borhood about two o'clock in the after- 
noon. 

A boot was found near the body of the 
deceased belonging to a member of the 
band. 

Coroner William Kile summoned a jury 
this morning and investigated the matter. 
Nothing wis elicited to warrant the arrest 
of any parties. The owner of the boot 
explained the circumstance of its being 
near the body to the satisfaction of the 
His foot was sore, and he pulled it 
off. From the testimony adduced, it ap-} 
pears that the band went there for the pur- 
pose of gathering flowers, cut one another’s 
hair, ete. Leone was left by them sitting 
at the toot of a tree, they going in search 
of flowers. They could not see him. be- 
cause they were in a valley with a house 
anda hill between them and the point 
where he sat. They were horrified and 
amazed to find him killed. They assert 
that he was not depressed in mind, and 
drank nothing intexicating. 

They do not believe that he committed 
suicide, and the murder is to them a mys- 
terious affair. What is strange is that his 
money was undisturbed. Who the perpe- 
trator is, or what the moving cause of this 
horrid murder was, remains enveloped, as 
yet, in deep mystery. Mr. F. Corra, acted 
as interpreter for the Coroner’s inquest. 
The State was represented by Capt. E. P. 
Howell, and the defense by his Honor, W- 
H. Hulsey. The jury rendered a verdict 
that the deceased came to his death at the 


hands of some party or parties to them un- 


known.
